theater balcony to reiterate the de- 
mands of the country’s 2,300,000 
Slovaks for fulfillment of the 
Pittsburgh treaty and its guaran- 
tee of Slovakian autonomy. 
Treaty Signed in U. 8. 

(The Pittsburgh treaty, signed 
June 30, 1918, was an agreement 
between Czech and Slovak groups 
in the United States setting forth 
the principle that Czechoslovakia, 
then being formed, should grant 
“cultural self-government” to Slo- 
vaks.) 

“Slovaks never will rest,” Hlin- 
ka said, “until the fulfillment of 
the Pittsburgh treaty, 
us is a sacred document.” 

He wore priestly attire and 
stood midway between an Ameri- 
can flag and a new Slovak au- 
tonomist banner. 

While church bells tolled, the 
priest read the draft of a proposed 
law establishing Slovakia as an 
autonomous state within the 
Czechoslovak republic. 

The law proposed by the Slo- 
vaks would recognize: 

1. Slovak land is an autonomous 
part of the Czechoslovak republic.

THE CITY STOCKADE 

Atlantans generally have paid little atten- 
tion to conditions at the city stockade, where 
those persons convicted of violating city or- 
dinances, and without funds to pay fines, are 
incarcerated. Mayor Hartsfield has described 
the situation at the stockade as an “ungodly 
mess” which should be rectified immediately. 

The state has been moving to eliminate the 
chain gang by setting up a mode! prison sys- 
tem. Great strides have been made in that 
field, and in the course of several years it is 
entirely probable that the public works camps 
now operating will follow a pattern far re- 
moved from the old gang system. Accompany- 
ing the new prison system in the state will be 
the factors which lead to lessened need for 
prisons: segregation of first offenders, physical 
and mental rehabilitation, vocational training 
and supervised parole and probation. 

The stockade problem must be approached 
as the same problem that confronted the state, 
albeit in miniature. Service of time at the 
stockade runs in days instead of years, yet the 
impressions received in those days are probably 
more affecting than those of years in a state 
prison. 

Many of the prisoners are first offenders, 
youths to whom the penalty then represents the 
ultimate in degration. They are shocked and 
bewildered. The law has cast them as criminals 
into a place where humanity is represented in 
its lowest form. They are no longer boys who 
have strayed from the beaten path, but mere 
cast-offs from society. Thrown in with sodden 
creatures who spend the greater part of the 
year in what they consider their “boarding 
house,” their attitude must undergo a change 
for which society then must pay the penalty. 
The people by their callousness must reap their 
own harvest of crime. Yet the cost of rehabili- 
tation, of honest, decent, humane treatment 
would in itséif pay for the slight additional 
cost of an intelligent city prison system. 

For the girl picked from the streets, in what 
may be the penalty of her own ignorance, the 
same must hold true. She who in many in- 
stances must be a pitiful, foolish woman be- 
comes then a hardened creature whose only 
recourse is a turn to that which she has de- 
spised in a time not long past. 

A city prison such as the stockade is a sink- 
hole in which crime and disease find a prolific 
breeding place. 

It is not even a secure place in which to 
incarcerate prisoners. Escapes have become so 
commonplace that little or no attention has 
been paid to them. Generally speaking, the 
law enforcement agencies know they'll turn up 
in recorders’ court within a few days, or will 
be spotted casually in a known hangout by of- 
ficers who originally made the arrest. Indeed, 
it is all so casual one is constrained to wonder 
whether the city is running a prison or a board- 
ing house, as Mayor Hartsfield has so aptly 
termed it. The complacency with which the 
problem is handled is astounding. 

On one hand stands the mayor, whose pro- 
gressive administration in the face of manifest 
difficulties has been outstanding, pleading for 
a change in the situation, which would pay 
untold dividends to the taxpayers of the city. 
On another hand is the city chief of construc- 
tion, Clarke Donaldson, with a thoroughly un- 
derstandable attitude, telling the public works 
committee he does not want to assume super- 
vision of the stockade. Council five years ago 
removed the prison from the supervision of that 
department in order to effect the discharge of 
one man. There is no guarantee that the same 
thing would not happen again. 

Lastly there Stands the committee, which by 
a three-to-one vote adversed the request of 
the mayor. Probably they have a reason which 
may or may not rest in logic. The voice of the 
public has not been heard and apparently has 
not been taken into consideration.

A HOUSE DIVIDED 

The labor movement in the United States 
has now. attained a position of economic in- 
fluence undreamed of 50 years ago. The prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining, the very founda- 
tion upon which the movement was built, has 
been demonstrated not only as practicable and 
desirable in smoothing out differences, but has 
acquired nation-wide legal sanction. The 
greater part, if not all, of the reforms asked to 
improve labor’s relations with industry have 
been enacted, or are about to be enacted, into 
law. 


But the factional differences within the 
ranks of labor itself, which developed a few 
years ago, have not been healed, despite all that 
has been accomplished by way of improving 
labor's position as a whole. The rift, in the 
opinion of many, is actually widening. The 
latter view was given added weight when a sit- 
down strike was called last Thursday aboard 
American ships in New York harbor by the 
National Maritime Union, affiliated with CIO. 
Forty-three hundred men quit work, tying up 
13 passenger and 20 freight vessels as well as 
operations at shipyards and piers. 

There is no disagreement over wages, hours 
or working conditions. The dispute. started 
when. longshoremen, affiliated with AFL, re- 
fused to load a vessel manned by National 
Maritime Union members. It is purely a rift 
within the house of labor. Joseph Curran, 
spokesman for the maritime union, is specific 
on this point. 


“We will demonstrate to the longshoremen’s 
union (AFL), through this labor holiday,” ex- 
plained Curran, ‘that the maritime union (CIO) 
is still the same powerful organization it was 
a year ago and Intends to retain the rights 
designed for it by the National Labor Relations 
Board.” 


In his reply, Joseph F. Ryan, spokesman for 
the longshoremen, is equally specific: ‘We wel- 
come this showdown and are ready for it.” 


During this so-called holiday, however, 
members of both unions, workers with work to 
be done, be it noted, get no pay; shipowners 
and operators lose money and the _ public not 
only is being inconvenienced, but is gradually 
becoming prejudiced against labor generally, 
because of this factional fight. 


It might be suggested that the unions em- 
ploy some of the principles for which they have 
been fighting, particularly collective bargain- 
ing, in settling their own differences. A house, 
divided against itself, as has so often been 
iterated, cannot stand. 


A NEW CROP NEEDED 

Ten years ago, when Dr. Sam W. Small was 
writing from Washington for The Constitution, 
he not infrequently bemoaned the passing of 
the older type of southern statesmen and often 
stressed the need of “growing a new crop.” A 
constant visitor in the halls of congress, he 
was not only in a position to judge, at first 
hand, the behavior and abilities of the then 
current crop, but to compare them with the 
statesmen of past eras through which he had 
lived. His judgment was not favorable. 


“There is a strong call to the young men 
of the south,” he emphasized, ‘to become seri- 
ously concerned for the safety and welfare of 
our political institutions; to prepare themselves 
as thoroughly as possible to take the leadership 
that may be available to them. We have plenty 
of peanut politicians, to yap and scrap over the 
spoils, but where are the successors to the 
statesmen of the generation before the war; 
and those who lapped over that conflict, re- 
deemed their states from the era of reconstruc- 
tion and later represented them so brilliantly 
in the national councils? 

“Just now, in this booming era of political 
expansion.” he went on, as if speaking of the 
present extravaganza, “young men have the 
finest, fullest opportunity to master the ele- 
ments of statesmanship and ultimately write 
their names on the same roll with Jefferson, 
Madison, Clay, Calhoun, Stephens, Lamar and 
Ben Hill” 

Perhaps the observant correspondent would 
have suffered doubly if he could have seen to- 
day’s practice of elevating patronage above 
principle, of political expediency over states- 
manship. 

Sacrifice for the safety of American institu- 
tions is no less necessary now than 10 to 50 
years ago. The patronage-seeking politician of 
today is all too likely to become the political 
rubber-stamp of tomorrow.

When one reads that for the first six months 
under the state’s new labor laws 18,201 child- 
labor permits were issued, one whistles, and won- 
ders if it isn’t true what they say about Dixie.

Then he sank down 
on his hind quarters, and did not 
move until he shook an ear prob- 
ably to get rid of a mosquito. At 
the end of 15 minutes, he hopped 
'away.”

Some kinds of rabbits are able 
to open their eyes as soon as they 
are born, but that isn’t true of 
cottontails.

Nothing short 
of great personal courage made it possible, not 
only for doctors and patients to survive, but for

, All these reflections grow out of the fact that 
I spent 40 minutes at the dentist late yesterday afternoon and came 
out with three neat little stitches in my gum, and a beautifully 
cleaned-out hole somewhere under my lip, which felt as though it 
were back of my nose! I never had any pain. Though they told 
me I might be uncomfortable and that I had better hold ice to my 
lip intermittently throughout the evening, I really had no discom- 
fort and applied an ice cube for only two brief periods. 

This mornin’ I left home with my brother at 9:15, did a num- 
ber of errands and reached the Junior League Club house at 10:45 
for the Todhunter school commencement exercises.
